The 
Bouregards schooled me in the way to 
abduct the child. We had determined 
to take the first child that would com. 
mand a ransom. The plan was perfected 
this spring by Mr. Bouregaid. I hesi- 
tated but they persuaded me to act. 
She went to Brooklyn by the south fer- 
ry. 
That afternoon Mrs. Bouregard 


took the letter to the Clarks that she 
herself had written and gave it to a boy 
in New York to deliver to the Clarks. I 
know that Mrs. Boaregard wrote the let- 
ter. 
On Monday, when the abduction 


became public, the Bouregards and Ma 
rion, Mrs. Bonregard carry ing the baby, 
went to Sloatsburg. I staid there nntil 
Friday and then went to the Bouregard&» 
flat. Yesterday Mr. Bouregard came to 
see me and gave me ten dollars and told 
rne to leave the city. I then went to 
my aunt's home ai White Oak Bide, 
t don't know why I did this except that 
I was ill and needed money."

from all other persons now living in 
the world, or, if data were available 
from all other persons who have lived 
since the creation of man. 
The system 


is simplicity itself, and there is none 
of the elaboration of process of the 
costly and delicate machinery required 
for the anthropometric system. 
All 


that is needed is a piece of tin, a sheet 
of paper and some printer's ink. The 
ink impressions of the ten digits are 
taken and filed in the proper4 compart- 
ments of the proper pigeonhole, and it 
is on the classification of records and 
their distribution into the pigeonholes 
that the success of the system depends. 


Every finger mark shows lines of the 


"loop" or the "whorl" type and by a 
simple table of thecombinationsof these 
types in the ten digits 1.024 main class- 
es are made. 
These are again subdi- 


vided according to minor details, and 
the subdivision can be further divided, 
ad iufiniturn if necessary; but with the 
table before him any person of ordin- 
ary intelligence can place his finger on 
the corresponding card to a record in 
his hand within five minutes, no matter 
how many thousand cards there may 
be.

And these signals trav- 
el like a 
flash. 
A certain wave of 


the hand goes from block to block and 
these hands are well paid, too. 


But if they should fail in their duty 


mid some highbinder should be caught 
redhandod all the 
punk 
sticks 
in 


Chinatown could not save the erring 
signalman. 
A price would be placed 


on his head before an hour. 


Besides this system5 there are secret 


wires and alarms leading to attics and 
underground dens whore the highbind- 
ers hold their meetings. I remember a 
big raid we made one midnight 
in 


Uoss Alley. 
We had located twenty 


liatchetmon in a deep cellar, but the 
next tliiug wns to get them handcuffed. 
I knew we bad the right nieu and that 
signals were being used. "Little Pete" 
had just been murdered and over his 
crave vengeance had been sworn. Our 
only hope was to reach the signals or 
wires. 
A block distant from the den 
vas a Chinese butcher, on the street 
corner, and his stall was open so he 
could look in three directions. He had 
n suspicious look whenever I came 
about and always began to cut up 
meat. AVe watched him. He always 
went to the same block and began cut- 
ting.

All this in a few seconds. 


Right here is the danger ill hunting 
tho highbinder. A ]\ licennn is liable 
to step upon n con<v»led trap door in 
the linlhvav or the j^ouis of the build- 
ing and fall into s»v»e dark, foul base- 
ment twenty ftet below. 
We have to 


look cut for this when we do the "rush 
let." 
Not many weeks ago Tom Nay-

Stockton street, and was just about to 
irrnb him by the "pigtail" when the 
lighbinder ran up a "trick ladder" to 
l hole in the roof. Tom followed him 
jnd when near the top of the criminal 
pulled out a nail, jerked a wire and 
Vnylor fell twenty feet to the 
floor. 


while his man ran out over the roof. 
Naylor then had to stive it up. 


The roof fighting is the most treach- 


?rous of nil in raiding highbinders. A

ARTIFICIAL DAYLIGHT 


Nikola Tc*la'« Ditrotvrj to b« Tot te a 


FraeUcal T«*t. 
' 


The promise uade by Nikola Tesia, 


to the world some two years ago that 
he would soon give it a means of light- 
ing us homes, its offices and its atrma 
at night time by "artificial daylight" 
has been fulfilled. The invention ha» 
been entirely completed for 
several > 


weeks. A clay or two ago the author-' 
itative announcement was made that, 
contracts 
have already been signed: 


with 
several 
New 
York 
business 


houses to equip their business places i 
with the new light at once. The pro- 
moters of the company which is push- i 
log the new Invention are so certain 
of its great practical utility that they! 
predict that it must soon supplant the 
arc lamp. 


"Vacuum tube lighting by high fre- 


quency currents" is what Tesia hlmeell 
calls it. The name, though clumsy, is 
sufficiently descriptive. 
The essential ( 


parts are a vacuum tube, and a special 
current of high frequency, produced by 
a special dynamo, of Tesla's invention 
"The tubes." Mr. Tesia explains, "have 
had all the air pumped out. but. oi 
course, are full of ether. The passage 
of this special current sets the ether In 
motion, forming light waves. The light 
differs from arc illumination in that it 
has no particular center. The whole 
tube glows and sheds a radiance like 
daylight all around." 


The tubes, of course, are sealed tight 


at both ends. A wire is made fast to 
one end, but there is no wire inside. 
The tubes at present in use are about 
a foot long. For special purposes, such 
as studio illumination, street lighting 
and so on, they can be made any size 
up to a yard. The glory and the beau- 
ty of them is that their light goes all 
over the place to be illuminated—is as 
strong in the corner of a room, as di- 
rectly under the tube. Hence the truth 
of its name, artificial daylight. A 
lighted tube in a room has exactly the 
effect of daylight flooding the win- 
dows. Notwithstanding the tube itself 
is not trying to the eyes. 
You may 


look steadily at it, with no evil effects 
whatever. 


In incandescent lighting 97 per cent, 


of the electric current goes to making 
the filament hot, leaving but 3 per 
cent, for illumination. And this brings 
us to a. second long advantage of the 
vacuum tube. It never grows hot. You 
may touch the glass an hour after the 
light is turned on. and find it as cool 
as 
when first lighted- An 
electric 


bulb In like case is hot 
enough to 


scorQh, not to mention giving head- 
aches to the luckless mortals who hap- 
pen to eit directly underneath or be- 
side it. 


The tubes can be attached to the elec- 


tric light fixtures in common use, but 
cannot be illuminated by 'the ordinary 
current. Or rather they can he made 
to glow with it, but the process is tDO 
costly. That was one thing that made 
the wise men doubtful in the beginning. 
A few of them thought Tesia might 
probably perfect his light process, but 
were firm in the belief that it would 
remain too costly for commercial usa 


Tesla's -new dynamo has changed all 


that. Contracts now signed insure that 
several important structures in New 
York city will be equipped with the 
new light. 
There can 
be no doubt 


that 
it, will rapidly supplant 
other 


methods of illumination as soon as 
moneyed, men build and operate high 
frequency current stations. 
The first 


cost of wires, tubes, etc., is about the 
same as for incandescent lighting, but 
the tubes have the very great virtue of 
not burning out after the manner of 
incandescent globes or carbon pencils, 
h^nre the cost of operation will be very 
much less. 


When it comes to use there is simply 


no comparison possible. It is just th«j 
same as having a day twenty-four 
hours long. Everywhere, for every 
purpose, artificial daylight equals the 
real thing. The photograph of the iu- 
ventor's hand was made at midnight, 
in his laboratory, with a two-second 
exposure. It was not only taken, but 
printed by the artificial daylight, yet 
it shows clearly the lines of the palm 
and the texture of cuff and sleeve. 


Nothing remains now but to equip 


the world with proper wires, dynamos, 
and so on. Men with money know a 
good 
thing when'they see it, even 


without artificial daylight, so it is very 
likely that in a matter 
of twelve 


months there 
will be practically no 


night in any considerable city of the 
world.

B»»«," In J*fler**B. Taxiu, and Ktrapcd 
Banging by 111* Liberal l'»» of lion*; 
—J«n»l«r»- Trot act lv« A»oclatloa Made 
It Hot for Him and H« Turn»d Gambler. 
The steel bars which have for sev- 


eral \ears coniiued Abe ttotlixchild in 
the Mis>ouri Stnte Penitentiary have 
been lifted and the prisoner once again 
breathes the fn^sb air of freedom. Ap- 
parently his freedom will be of short 
duration, as. by the terms of his con- 
viction, he is required to leave the 
country immediately upon being re- 
leased or he can be rearre.«ted and 
tried upon several other indictments 
which are pending against him. 


Hoihschild, under some forty or fifty 


aliases, has an international reputa- 
tion, obtained while lie was engaged 
in acquiring other people's property 
without JJOHIJJ through the formality 
of paying for it. He is known all over 
the civilized world as a criminal who 
has had more narrow escapes from 
getting his just deserts than any other 
man known to the police of this coun- 
try or Europe. 
Rothschild has the 


further distinction of having been con- 
victed of murder and escaping hang- 
ing only by the liberal use of money 
and influence upon a second trial. 


He is a product of the West, as are 


many successful criminals, 
having 


been born iu St. Louis forty-seven 
years ago. 


lie lirst came into public notice in 


1S77. when he married 
a woman 


known in the West as "Diamond Bes- 
sie" Moore, and induced her to go to 
Jefferson, Tex., where he registered at 
a hotel as "A. Monroe and wife, Cin- 
cinnati." They remained at the hotel 
but :i few days when Mrs. Rothschild 
disappeared, and Abe, telling the hotel 
proprietor that "his wife was visiting 
friends."' took his trunks and weut to 
Cincinnati. A few days after the body 
ot the unfortunate youug woman was 
found in the woods a short distance 
from "the hotel. 
She had been shot 


through the head and stripped of dia- 
monds and jewelry. 


Abe Uothschild shot himself on the 


steps of a gambling house in Cincin- 
nati on the evening of February 17, 
1S77. 
und upon his recovery from the 


wound was arrested and taken to Tex- 
as for trial. The trial resulted in con- 
viction and a sentence to hang, but 
later it was set aside, aud after an im- 
prisonment of three years Rothschild 
secured his liberty and the murder of 
"Diamond 
Bessie" 
remained 
xvn- 


avensied. 
lie engaged in many swindles, his 


usual modus operand! being to take 
the name of a prominent merchant 
who was vi ell rated in the commercial 
ngpneies. Then he would send to other 
merchants, principally diamond deal- 
ers, orders for goods to be shipped to 
the town where the prominent mer- 
chant did business. Then addressing 
a letter to himself under the name of 
the merchant he had selected he would 
inclose a number of drafts for a large 
amount and mail It, following the let- 
ter immediately. 


Arriving in the town he would ask 


at the postoflice for the letter which he 
would allege he P,\po< ted. 
He would 


express surprise to learn of the exist- 
ence of the merchant of the same 
nanio. but would at orice call upon him 
and introduce himself, dwelling upon 
the coincidence of the similiarity of 
names. Then he would ask for the let- 
ter which he had reason to believe had 
been delivered to the merchant, and as 
the merchant would have no reason 
to become suspicious, he would turn it 
over. 


The rest was easy for a man of 


Rothschild's unlimited resources. He 
ivould ask the merchant to hold any 
parcels reaching him by registered 
mail which were not intended for aim, 
and within a few days would receive 
the diamonds and jewelry he had or- 
lered and would leave the town. Tho 
swindle would not lie discovered for at 
east thirty days when the diamond 
brokers who had shipped the goods 
would «oud in their statements and 
he merchant would learn of the huge 
swindle which had been successfully 
perpetrated. 


The Jewelers' Protective Association 


sent circulars broadcast warning their 
clients against Rothschild, but he suc- 
•pprtcd in reaping a rich harvest bo- 
fore publicity made it dangerous for 
him to work. Then he developed into 


gambler nnd frequented the race 


tracks, making money rapidly. 
lie was a plunger, and several "kill- 


ings" in the betting ring were engi- 
neered by him. He amassed a fortune 
nnd sailed for Europe, where ho soon 
became well known ou all the English 
and French race tracks. Luck turned 
against him, though, aud after a long 
campaign he became "broke" and 
again turned his attention to swin- 
dling. He finally fled to Ontario to es- 
cape the United States authorities, 
who were hot on his tracks, but he 
was arrested and taken to Missouri, 
where he was wanted on several 
charges. 


It was stipulated when ho wns ex- 


tradited that he could only be tried 
on two charges, and he was convicted 
nnd sentenced to four years in tho 
Jefferson 
City 
Penitentiary, 
which 


time be has served. 
Rothschild has 


only ona eye, an artificial one occupy- 
ing the place of the other, which he 
shot out when he attempted "uicide 
prior to his arrest for the killing of 
"Diamond Bessie," in 1877.

trajectory, is intended to fall upon tlie 
unarmored decks of vessels, and by ex- 
ploding, demolish the machinery, de- 
stroy the crew and perhaps sink the 
vessel. 
These weapons each weigh 


about 33 tons, are 11 feet 9 inches long, 
and their 12-inch ritled bore is 10 feet 
in length. 
Their greatest diameter at 


the breech is 3 feet 2 inches. This great 
mass of metal is so nicely balanced 
that it can be loaded, aimed and fired 
by two men. The loading is performed 
by simple mechanisms, and 
with 
a 


trained gun company o£ six men one 
accurate shot can be fired every two 
minutes.

The courage of the Spanish sharp- 


shooters, who perched themselves in 
the trees before Santiago and did sig- 
nal damage to the Americans was 
never properly appreciated by the men 
of the American Army. Here were a 
lot of men despatched with instruc- 
tions to get out of sight somewhere 
and do all pos&ible harm to advancing 
American troops. "And we don't care 
if j-ou never come back," was the sub- 
stance of the parting message hurled 
into their ears as they left on this mis- 
sion of almost certain death. They 
took their water jars, a week's rations, 
some cigarette paper and tobacco and 
all the Mauser cartridges they could 
pack in the pockets of their pajnma 
suits. Ihen, climbing into the little 
bunches of vegetation that stuck out 
from the lops of the palm trees scat- 
tered around, they awaited the ad- 
vancing American army to begin oper- 
ations. "Whenever they saw au Ameri- 
can torso they fired. They had far- 
reaching rifles and smokeless powder. 
Their Mauser rifles made no more 
nois>e than so many popguns and threw 
out no more smoke, than tho cigarettes 
they puffed between whiles. 


To locate those fellows was usually 


a difhuclt matter; but once located it 
wns ail uf. with the poor Spaniard. 
Tlip irenernl mode of disposing of a 
Spanish sharpshooter caught in action 
was simple but decisive. 
The Ameri- 


cans usually circled the tree and vol- 
leyed till their man came tumbling 
down. The member of the Twelfth 
Infantry who accounted for the death 
of one of those poor fellows by tbe 
crave declaration to the surgeon that 
"the fall killed him, I guess," must 
have licen a bit of a humorist, for 
when the surgeon out of professional 
cnuoMty looked over tlie body he 
counted seven Krag bullet wounds. 


Very few of these sharpshooters who 


were sent out to harass the Americans 
in this \\ay over saw their Spanish 
homes again. They were taking long 
chances. And they know this when 
they went. Two of them were seen in 
tlu- Riboney Hospital. They had beon 
dislodged from their trees noar San 
Juan Hill a few days before. One had 
live Krag bullets in him and the other 
six: both had shattered legs from their 
I alls, and both were dying. One of 
them could speak English a little. 
"Me shot seventeen of you Ameri- 
cans, ' be boasted feebly before lie 
died. No doubt h» spoke the truth. 
Th^v had great opportunities to do 
damage aud they took full advantage 
of them. 


When the American army advanced 


so rapidly toward Santiago on July 1 
many Spanish sharpshooters were left 
behind their line';. This gave them a 
chance to tire from the rear, almost 
demoralizing the Americans and caus- 
ing them to think for a time that their 
owu comrades were tiring into them. 
Most of these wore eventually treed. 
Discovered, their finish followed at 
once. The Americans were greatly in- 
cen^ed against these marksmen, nnd 
when they uncovered one invariably 
made a Quick finish of him as he sat 
in his perch among the palm branches.

Here Are Some .Suggestions Going 


the Rounds of the Press.

When you wish to mail a letter, just 


He 
enjoys crossing the street, especially r 
when it is muddy. Don't oa any ac- j 
conut drop it in the letter-bos near j 
vonr house. Street letter-boxes are for j 
.he accoiaodation of the inhaoitanta of j 
surrounding towns, nor for yonra. 
j 


When yonr carrier rings the door- j 


bell, psy no attention to it. Let him 
ring it again. But do not hnrry under 
any circumstances. 
He can rest while 


waits and he will enjoy it if he 


etauds in the sun. This is one of the 
reasons why so many letter earners (do 
not) go to heaven. 


If you are expecting a letter and do 


aot receive it, quietly call the carrier 
over and giva him a good talking to. It 
will help bim do his work cheerfully, 
and he will be sure to bring it, —when 
it comes. 


If a letter-carrier steps on your lawn, 


set the bull pup on him. If you have 
no dog, put np a barbed-wired fence. 


Never shovel a path from the side- 


walk to the street in tbe winter time. 
Letter carriers have ^besn obliged to 
break this path so long that they have 
grown to consider it one of their special 
privileges. Any deviation of the above 
rule will be regarded as an infringment 
of their personal rights. You may shovel 
a path to your door-step, bat we know 
of no law which will compel you to do 
even this. Shovelling paths is really a 
matter which is left to your own discre- 
tion. 


If your dog should snap at the letter- 


oirrier's heels, pat him on the head (the 
dog, not the carrier) and say that he 
did not mean it. It will relieve the 
carrier's mind and will not hurt the 
dog. 


Don't fail to give all your largo pack- 


ages and bundles to the carrier and ask 
him what the package will be. As he 
does not carry scales with him, he 
should be able to tell you the exact 
amount. It will save you a lot of 
trouble and will help develop him guess- 
ing facilities. He may wish to enter a 
bean-guessing contest of some future 
date. 


For the benefit of people who are cot 


acquainted with street letter-boxes, we 
would say that they usually appear on 
discarded lamp-posts and may some- 
times be found on New England tele- 
phone poles. In youth, they are a 
bright red color, but owing to their 
habib of staying out nights they soon 
become faded. However, thoy can al- 
ways be recognized by having "U. S. 
Mail" iu plain letters on some part of 
their anatomy. 


A cheeiful compliance with the fora 


going rules will tend to make letter- 
carriers a happier class of beings, and 
may in time lead them to forgat old 
wrongs and love all mankind.
